Back Home for Mother’s Day

Mrs. Opal Mammos, who lives 
at 1080 Ada avenue, N. W., is one 
of many mothers who is having 
the pleasure of seeing her soldier 
gon on this Mother’s Day. 

But there isn’t a mother in the 
country any happier than she nor 
one any more surprised at secing 
her son come walking into their 
home. 

It was April 25 that Mrs. Mam- 
mos received a War Department 
communication ... “We regret to 
inform you,” it said, “that Ser- 
geant Harold P. Mammos, of the 
U. S. Air Forces, had been shot 
down in a plane over Europe and 
Was missing.” 

That was the last she heard. 

She worried over the notice. Re- 
ports of missing persons leave so 
much in doubt. They say the odds 
of airmen shot down over Europe 
are not too heavy against making 
a safe landing.

Allies Rip Deep in Gustav Line;

2,000 Planes 
Hammer Reich, 


Down 63 Nazis 


LONDON, Sunday, May 14.— 
(P)—Two thousand VU. S. bomber 
and American-Allied fighters ham- 
mered three major targets in 
northern Germany yesterday and 
shot down 63 Nazi planes in sky 
duels which cost the invading 
Americans 12 bombers and 10 
fighters, 

Up to 750 Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators, escorted inland by 
nearly 1,000 VU, 8S. Lightnings, 
Mustangs and Thunderbolts, and 
covered in their withdrawal by 
hundreds of RAF Mustangs, at- 
tacked a Focke-Wulf plant at Tu- 
tow, rail yards and locomotive 
repair shops at Osnabruck, a syn- 
thetic oil refinery in the Stettin 
area and other targets. 


The formation was part of a 
total of approximately 5,000 
American and_ British planes 
which hurled 8,000 tons of explo- 
sives on occupied Europe in two- 
way attacks from Britain and It- 
aly during the day, continuing an 
air offensive which the German 
high command now terms a prel- 
ude to land invasion. 

The bag of 63 German planes, 
54 by the fighters and nine by 
bomber: gunners, made.a two-day 
total of 213 Axis aircraft shot 
down over Germany. 

No enemy opposttion was met 
over Osnabruck, the German pi- 
lots instead ganged up on the for- 
mation which flew deep into 
northeastern Germany. “Many en- 
emy fighters were driven off or 
destroyed by our escort before 
they. could reach our bombers,” 
the communique said. 

Completing an unprecedented 
series of 16 heavy bomber mis- 
sions in 13 days for the British- 
based Eighth U. S. Airforce, this 
day's assault rocked the 
with nearly 2,000 tons of bombs. 


Daylong attacks began around | 
night | 
from home! 


midnight when British 
bombers lashed out 
bases at targets in France, 
gium and Germany. 


As the onslaught roared through 
its 29th day, it closed a week in 
which there was hardly a single 
hour when Allied bombs were not 
exploding on Nazi-held soil. 

The Luftwaffe, which lost 150 
planes Friday, again sent 
swarms of fighters to challenge 
bombers raiding Tutow and other 
long-distance objectives from the 
west today, but many refused bat- 
tle and Americans hitting Osna 
bruck met scarcely any opposi- 
tion. 

Hundreds of light Allied bomb- 
ers shuttled back and forth over 
northern France and Belgium, rip- 
ping airfields and rail yards feed- 
ing the Nazi Atlantic wall. Bombs 
dropped on the sea wall 
again shook pictures in English 
homes on the coast nearest France. 

Although Berlin told of terrific 
battles oVer Germany, the first 
American airmen back from the 
attack on Osnabruck, 40 miles east | 
of the Dutch border on the Berlin- 
Amsterdam trunk line, said Nazi 
fighter resistance was negligible 
after Friday’s duels in which 150

Rail Feeder Reported

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Naples, May 13.—(4)—Allied troops, 
on the offensive in Italy, smashed deeper tonight into the heavily- 


fortified Gustav line, 


increasing the gains of two miles or more 


that they had recorded during the day but encountering grim re 
sistance from the Germans in strong mountain positions. 


Exact locations of the gains‘ 
could not be disclosed pending to- 
morrow’'s daily communique, but 
already the Allies hold at least 
five villages and seven strategic 
hills and were going ahead after 
the close of the second day of 
their big push aimed at destroying 
the Germans in Italy. 

Americans, French, British and 
Poles all were engaged in heavy 
fighting. 

The French pressed forward aft- 
er occupying an important area of 


German strongholds of Castelforte. 
CASTELFORTE FALLS | 

It was indicated but not defi- 
nitely stated that Castelforte had 
fallen. German broadcasts an- 
nounced its evacuation, making a 
total of six villages taken by the 
Allies. 

NBC War Correspondent Ralph 
Howard said in a broadcast that 
Castelforte is a quaking mass of 
ruins and added that American 
tanks played an important part in 
taking the village. 

“Our artillery is now shelling 
the hills immediately north of the 
town,” he said. 

Radio France at Algiers report- 
ed that Allied bombers in Italy 
had cut the Nazi-used railway 
through the Brenner Pass in a raid 
today. 

BLAST 14 CENTERS 

U. S. heavy bombers concentrat- 
ed on blasting 14 rail centers in 
what officially was termed “the 
climactic phase of an operation to 
destroy supply lines’ through 
which Hitler feeds the forces re- 
sisting the new offensive of the 
Fifth and Eighth armies.” 

Flying Fortresses attacked 
bridges and yards on the Brenner 
Pass route from Germany to Ve- 
rona and the Po valley network, 
including rail centers at Bolzano, 
Bronzolo and Trento, while Lib- 
erators hammered yards between 
the Appenines and the Po river. 


The village of Cosmo San Dami- 
ano, two miles beyond the Garig- 
liano river and six miles inland 
from the Gulf of Gaeta, was taken 
swiftly, and the adjacent strong- 
hold of Castelforte was penetrated. 
SANT’ ANGELO SEIZED 

British Eighth Army troops also 
seized the village of Sant’ Angelo 
on the west bank of the Rapido 
river, two and one-half miles south 
of Cassino, direct dispatches said. 

As the Yanks pressed on to a 
mountain ridge northeast of the 
village they could see other units 
hammering their way into Castel-

forte, which has been called “Lit- 


tle Cassino” because of two pre 
vious Allied failure to take it. 

French troops attached to the 
Fifth Army swept on past their 
original objectives, and Lieutenant 
General Mark W. Clark, command- 
er of the Fifth Army, congratulat- 
ed General Alphonse Juin. the 
French commander, “You are 
proving to an anxiously awaiting 
France that the French Army has 
returned, sacred to its finest fight- 
ing traditions,” Clark told him. 

Grim fighting developed at 
every point where the Allies made 
penetrations into the formidable 
defenses, and the Germans lashed 
out in a series of determined but 
costly counterattacks. 

SECTOR BY SECTOR 

Sector by sector, here are the 
high spots in the official accounts 
of the first day of the offensive: 

1. North and west of Minturno, 
on the sector nearest the Tyrrhe- 
nian sea, American troops captured 
four strategic hills from which the 
Germans previously were able to 
pour devastating fire against Al- 
lied forces advancing across the 
lower Garigliano. valley. Two 
counterattacks against the newly- 
gained positions were repulsed. 

2. American infantrymen sup- 
ported by tanks advanced a mile 
northward and captured the vil- 
lage of Cercobi while another 
force wrested the village of Ven- 
tosa, Damiano hill and another 
1,000-foot peak from the Ger- 
mans in a stiff battle. 

3. French troops on the Fifth 
Army’s right wing swarmed up 
the 2,;550-foot heights of Monte 
Faito, which anchors the Gustav 
line’s outer fortifications in the 
upper Garigliano valley, and then 
captured the surrounding heights, 
smashed a violent counterattack 
and pushed on,

“We have sent our schedules with 
maps to distriet, regional and 
Washington headquarters of ODT, 
with requests that they help us 
work out satisfactory schedules.”

Mrs. Connally, who was just a 
tot when the south was at war, 
remembers little about the hard- 
ships which Atlantans felt dur- 
ing and after the war. 


However, the _ white - haired, 
dainty lady does remember hear- 
ing her grandfather tell of the let- 
ter he wrote General Sherman, 
begging the Union leader to re- 
tract his order to remove women 
and children from Atlanta during 
the last days of the siege. And, 
although the letter has disap- 
peared, she recalls the general’s 
reply—the removal of Atlanta 
citizens was just a part of war.

Ignore Appeals 


DETROIT, May 13.—(4)—Tele- 
graphic assurances that they 
would not be discriminated against 
if they returned to work failed to- 
night to end a strike of more than 
3,300 foremen in war plants of six 
Detroit manufacturing concerns. 

Robert H. Keys, national presi- 
dent of the Foremen’s Association 
of America (independent), said a 
telegram from Chairman William 
H. Davis; of the War Labor Board, 
would not be answered until the 
union’s officials hold an executive 
session at 10 a. m. Monday. 

Stating that the board expects 
the strike to be “terminated forth- 
with,” Davis in a.telegram to par- 
ties involved in the dispute said it 
was the board’s established policy 
that workers who return to work 
under its orders will not be dis- 
criminated against, and that -the 
board “will expect all companies 
to act accordingly.” 

Davis said assurances against 
discrimination had been received 
from five’of the six Detroit con- 
cerns involved. The replying to 
a WLB inquiry, he said, were 
Briggs Manufacturing Company, 
Hudson Motor Car Company, Gar 
Wood Industries, Inc., Packard 
Motor Cai Company and Murray 
Corporation of America. 

Because of the strike of fore- 
men, Packard has closed its plants, 
making more than 30,000 workers 
idle.

Two Rationing Periods 


For Canning Sugar Set 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—(4)— 
To provide even distribution of 


home canning sugar through the 
season, the Office of Price Admin- 
tration today directed its district 
offices to set up two rationing pe- 
riods and limited the amount 
housewives may obtain in each pe- 
riod. 


The overall allotment of 25 
pounds a person for home can- 
ning remains the same, with 5 
pounds available through use of 
sugar stamp 40 from ration book 
4 and 20 pounds through applica- 
tion to local rationing boards. But 
‘under the new arrangement, 
housewives who have not already 
obtained the latter allotment will 
get only 10 pounds now and 10 in 
the second period. Stamp 40 may

troops secured a bridgehead across 
the Rapido river in close contact 
with the foremost enemy defenses 
and built bridges to bring over 
guns and supplies for the next 
step in the sector south of Cas- 
sino.

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N, Ga., May 13.—In a 
lush green pasture at the Coastal 
Plain Experiment Station here, 
the first herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to be owned by a Georgia 
state institution is getting the 
kinks of travel out of its stocky 
frames. 

There are 13 of them, mild-eyed 
heifers four of which have. al- 
ready been bred, while a four- 
teenth, a sturdy young bull, is on 
his way now from famous Rose 
Mere Farms. 

Across the road from them the 
fine Hereford herd which he ex- 
periment station has owned for a 
number of years, grazes with big 
and rangy Santa Gertrudis cattle 
from the King Ranch in Texas, 

The Angus, according to George 
H. King, director of the experi- 
ment station and president of 
|_Abraham Baldwin College, will 
'be used as the Herefords have 
_been—to improve the quality of 
south Georgia beef cattle through 
the sale of the young bulls which 
the herds will produce. 


The Santa Gertrudis, a cross 
between Brahma cattle, the “sa- 
cred cow” of India, and the Amer- 
ican shorthorn, is being used in 
feeding experiments. Santa Ger- 
trudis cattle, according to Mr. 
King, are believed to eat more in 
hot weather than other breeds— 
an important factor in Georgia. 

The Angus herd was brought to 
the experiment station as a result 
of a $10,000 gift from the South- 


TiftCounty Experiment Station 
Acquires Aberdeen-Angus Herd 


tion, matched by another $5,000 
from the Georgia Board of Re- 
gents. 

Their purchase will benefit beef 
cattle breeders throughout Geor- 
gia, and will add impetus to Tift 
county’s agricultural program, 
which sees Tift farmers hitting 
the market every month with some 
sort of cash crop—one of the few 
counties in Georgia where there 
is no long seasonal lull in mar- 
keting. 

Money starts to flow into Tift 
in late April and early May, when 
growers start shipping north more 
than a million dollars worth of 
tomato, pepper, cabbage, lettuce 
and other plants. In May and 
June they ship vegetables to the 
amount of $250,000 and in July 
and August the biggest tobacco 


market in the state is handling 


more than $2,826,000 worth of the 
golden leaf. In August and Sep- 
tember cotton starts moving, add- 
ing another half-million dollars to 
Tift’s income, and in September 
and October the peanut crop 
comes in, bringing with it $2,500,- 
000. Pecans add another half-mil- 
lion dollars to the total in Novem- 
ber and December, and the sale 
of naval stores is another source 
of income. 

Biggest over-all returns, though, 
come from year-round cattle and 
hog sales, which total more than 
$4,532,000 in a 12-month period, 
bringing Tift’s total income to 
$12,414,320 a year, or an average 
of more than a million dollars a

The old phrase “officer and a gentleman” can be applied correctly 


Thomas Leigh Gatch, the skipper of the battleship South Dakota, 
I must amend the phrase to call him an officer, a gentleman, and a 


Christian, in the best sense of all those words. 


The Navy recognizes the value 
of religion and makes a place for 
it in reutine. I knew this when 
I reported for duty as chaplain 
of the South Dakota 
1942, but I knew also that the im- 
portance of religion on board 
would depend largely on the at- 
titude of the commanding officer. 

It was with considerable appre- 
hension, therefore, that I prepar- 
ed for my first interview with the 
captain. I knew he was a strict 
disciplinarian, not an easy man to 
please.

So I was somewhat nerv- 
ous when I went to him shortly 
after the ship was commissioned 
and said: 

“I'LL DO IT.” 

“Sir, next Sunday will be the 
first church service on board.

While it is the custom in the 
British navy for the captain to 
read the Scripture lesson, this is 
not done on all American ships. 
But from that first Sunday, it was 
done by Captain Gatch at every 
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service except when we were un- 
der way and he was on the bridge. 
At such times, his second in com- 
mand, the executive officer, read 
the lesson. 

We spent June and July in 
shakedown cruises, and sailed for 
the Pacific in August.

cation. The general picture is of 
a people progressing through 
military government to constitu- 
tional government by means of a 
period of tutelage. The ultimate 
government would be based on 
Sunyat Sen’s “Three People’s 
Principles,” Nationalism Democ- 
racy, and People and Livelihood. 
He describes the Kuomintang as 
embracing everyone—statists, lib- 
erals, communists, anarchists. 


Chiang, referring to the recon- 
struction of both country and peo- 
ple, puts economics last, psychol- 
ogy first. However, unlike others 
who have tried to do likewise, 
with disastrous results, 
scribes the hoped-for result of his 
psychological campaign as “a 
consciousness of independence.” 

Here, too, entirely differently 
from others who have used psy- 
chology as a national weapon, 
Chiang emphasizes that what is 
needed in China is stress in the 
schools on “the four cardinal prin- 
ciples and the eight virtues,” of 
which loyalty and filial devotion 
are the foundations.

Kmor yScott 
Fund Succeeds 


Emory University and Agnes 
Scott College have announced suc- 
cessful completion of a four-year 
campaign to raise $7,500,000 to- 
ward the development of a Uni- 
versity Center in Georgia. 

Begun in 1939, the campaign 
was heralded as “the most forward | 
step ever undertaken for south- 
ern education.” As a part of the 
university center movement, its 
ultimate purpose is to enable a 
group of colleges and universities 
in the Atlanta area, through co-| 
operative planning, to develop a. 
center of advanced study and re-| 
search which will rank among the. 
nation’s best. | 

At the outset the General Edu- | 
eation Board of New York offer- | 
ed Emory $2,000,000 and Agnes. 
Scott $500,000 on condition that | 
the two schools jointly raise $5,-. 
000,000 locally by July, 1944. On| 
May 1 this year the board was in- | 
formed that cash and securities | 
amounting to $5,208,699 had been | 
received. This week the board 
sent Emory a check for $182,819 | 
and Agnes Scott one for $40,626 | 
as the balance on its $2,500,000 | 
pledge. This brings the cash re | 
ceipts in the campaign to $7,708,- | 
899. 

7,000 GIFTS 

The local campaign for pledges 
was completed in 1940 under the 
chairmanship of Preston A. Ark- 
wright. Several hundred Atlanta 
citizens worked in the campaign 
organization, and more than 7,000 | 
individual gifts were received. 
The campaign was oversubscribed | 
and payments on some _ unpaid | 
pledges are still coming in. ) 

Gifts received for the fund were | 
designated for many purposes. 
Some were for endowment, some 
for buildings, some for research, 
some for loan funds. Many of the 
Emory gifts were directed by their 
donors to one of the universities 
for medical services. 

Of the general education board’s 
$2,000,000 gift to Emory, $200,000 
was for general phases of the uni- 
versity center development and 
$1,800,000 was for endowment of 
the university library and other 
departments essential to the pro- 
gram of advanced research. Agnes 
Scott's $500,000 is designated as 
$400.000 for endowment and $100,- | 
000 for other purposes. | 
NEW BUILDINGS 

Other donors have provided for | 
the erection of several new build- 
ings on the two campuses as soon 
as conditions allow. These will 
include a $550,000 surgical wing to | 
the Emory University hospital, a | 
science building and a dormitory 
at Agnes Scott, and an adminis- | 


tration building at Emory. Other | 


projected buildings at Emory in- 
clude a laboratory building, a 
classroom building, and a student | 
union and gymnasium. |

AT A PARTISAN HOSPITAL 
IN ITALY, May 8.—(Delayed)— 
(P)—Djuro Miljusevic, 3l-vear- 
old Yugoslav Partisan who faced 
a. German firing squad and 
stopped 25 bullets, including one 
through his face, can almost han- 
dle a rifle again. 

Miljusevic, who was a farmer 
in Cordun, Croatia, before the 
war, went out on patrol with 
three other Partisan guerrillas 
last December and was cut off 
and captured. Two of the guer- 
rillas escaped but * iljusevic said 
he and one companion were stood 
up before a firing squad of Ger- 
man machinegunners. 

Twenty-four machinegun slugs 
tore into Miljusevic’s chest and 
shoulders and broke his teft arm 
in three places, but he still lived.

message from your state chairman

“The Service of Silence 

“Major Stowe stressed the alert- 
ness of the Nazi spy system and 
the need for silence by all per- 
sons who have even small 
seemingly unimportant scraps of 
war information. Gather these 
fragments, piece them together 
and they furnish Berlin with 
pieces of the jig-saw puzzle she 
needs to work out the invasion 
picture and prepare the enemy to 
meet the assault. Careless talk can 
be relayed to Berlin within a few 
hours, and may place large Axis 
forces at points of penetration at 
the hour of invasion. It can de- 
lay the end of the war. It can even 
bar a decisive victory for our side.

Kudzu To Help 
Cattle Industry

Lowly kudzu, “the miracle 
plant,” is going to revolutionize 
the livestock industry in Georgia, 
in the opinion of W.-E. Broach, 
Farm Security Administration con- 
servation technician. 

Broach, who directs FSA work 
in Oglethorpe county, predicts that 
one of these days- Georgia farm- 
ers will plant their pasture land 
in kudzu early in the spring, and 
then will take it easy until harvest 


me. 
The highly nutritive legume is 
hardy, spreads rapidly, and is a 
soil builder which will grow on 
eroded, worn out land. 

When kudzu first appears in 
early spring, at the time of the last 
heavy frost, the buds or shoots, 
can be a good dish for human con-

sumption if folks will overcome 
their prejudice against eating it, 
Broach believes.

“As food for human beings, 
kudzu serves its best purpose 
when eaten as (fresh _ spring 


palatable. 

“It comes an opportune 
time,” Broach stated. “Other 
greens are scarce so early in the 
season, but even though frost kills 
kudzu, it comes right back again.” 

Besides its newly discovered po- 
tentiality as human 
has the highest feeding value of 
‘any hay crop grown in Georgia, 
‘the conservation expert said. All 
summer long, the farmers’ live- 
stock can graze on kudzu, and in 
August and early fall, when pas- 
ture lands are often burned back 
by drought and hot weather, the 
hardy kudzu will continue to pro- 
vide feed for livestock and for 
chickens as well, he said.

In a restaurant we have no- 
ticed edible soy beans on the 
menu listed as “shelled beans,” 
and through this ruse they have 
become very popular, but when 
they attempted to list them on the 
menu as edible soy beans the cus- 
tomers won’t eat them. 

Our own experience has been 
that edible soy beans are very 
good prepared in the usual man- 
ner such as is followed in pre- 
paring butter beans either in the 
green stage or in the dried stage. 

Last year we grew them in our 
own garden for the first time and 
found that they have several ad- 
vantages and some disadvantages 
for a small garden. 

They seem to be resistant to all 
types of insects, and while we 
were having a great deal of trou- 
ble with Mexican bean beetles on 
both string beans and butter 
beans, they jumped right over the 
soy beans without even nibbling. 
FOIL WEEVILS 

We understand that the dried 
beans are not susceptible to weevil 
damage which is a major factor in 
storing beans of most types here 
in the south. They make a tre- 
mendous growth and for that rea- 
son should be planted in rows at 
least three feet apart and the 
plants should stand not closer 
than one foot apart ‘in the row. 

One of the disadvantages is the 
fact that they mature at the same 
time and as a result you often 
have more soy beans than you 
would like to have at one time. It 
is a long season plant and requires 
about 90 to 120 days to mature.

VALUE AS FOOD 

It might be wise to repeat some 
of the facts as given us by nutri- 
tionists as to the value of soy 
beans as a food. Their protein and 
fat content is much greater than 
that of cow peas or lima beans, 
and they are appreciably richer 
in calcium, phosphorus, potassium 
and magnesium. Also they are a 
good source of some of the vita- 
mins, particularly vitamin B-1, 
nicotinic acid, vitamin E and vita- 
min K. Green soy beans are an 
excellent source of vitamins A 
and C 

There are many varieties that 
have been tried here in the south 
and many of them are far from 
successful. It must be remember- 
ed that the first great interest in 
edible soy beans was in the mid- 
west and there many of the varie- 
ties that are now planted were 
bred. However, there are three va- 
rieties that seem to be particular- 
ly well adapted to the south, and 
these are Rokusun, Seminole and 
Cherokee. Of these three varieties 
Seminole, a late maturing variety, 
is probably better adapted to our 
southern conditions than either of 
the two others. 


WHAT TO PLANT IN MAY. 

VEGETABLE SEED: Practically al! of 
the vegetable seeds may be planted this 
month, including such heat-loving ones 
as okra, squash, cucumbers, New Zea- 
land spinach, watermelons and canta- 
loupes. 

FLOWER SEED: All of the tender an- 
flowers may be planted out of 
such as zinnias, marigolds, pe- 
tunias, phlox, ageratum, sweet alyssurm, 
scabiosa, nasturtiums and calendula. 

BULBS AND ROOTS: Gladiolus, tube 
roses, cannas, caladiums. fancy-leaved 
caladiums,. dahlias, and all of the other 
summer flowering bulbs may be planted 
now. . 

PORCH BOXES: Enthusiasm runs riot 
this month over porch boxes and win- 
dow boxes, as well as outdoor flower 
beds. Ferns, Wandering Jew. trailing 
vinca, trailing coleus, Rosy M 
tunias, balcony petuntas. 
via and dracena. All of these and more 
may be planted now. 

FRUIT TREES: This its the proper 
time of the year to spray fruit trees, 
especially peaches and apples. These 
should be sprayed with a mixture of 
mulsoid sulphur and arsenate of lead. 


WHAT TO DO IN MAY. 

PRUNING: All of the flowering shrubs 
that have bloomed this spring, such as 
January jasmine, forsythia, 
quince, spirea thurnbergia, 
should be pruned now. e other flow- 
ering shrubs that will bloom before June 
should be pruned directly after flower- 


ing. 

FERTILIZING: Fertilizer for the lawn, 
flowering shrubs, flowers and vegetables 
should be at this time of the year sa 
high-grade commercial fertilizer which 
is very active. This fertilizer should be 
a complete plant food with an analysis 
of 4-12-4. 

SPRAYING: Roses should be sprayed 
every two weeks with Massey Dust. For 
all kinds of insects that appear use «s 
pyrethrum spray. For mildew on crepe 
myrtle, scale on privets and ligustrums 
use Volck or any good oil emulsion 
spray. Peach trees should be sprayed 
with mulsold and arsenate of lead dur- 
ing the spring and summer. Use Pyrox 
for apples, pears and pluma.

Pop Beckett was concise and to the point when asked to 
make an observation about golf on the occasion of Gis 26th 
anniversary. 

“It’s a h--l of a game,” he said.

In all the south there are only two other professionals who've 
been at one club as long as 26 years.

Dogs of Dixie 


By aan STANTON COGILL., 


Now that hamburger, which in 
‘the good old days was referred to 
as “dogburger,” is off the ration 
list and can be had without de- 
'priving the family of a spot of 
/meat occasionally, Fido can get 
| back to proper dieting. Of course, 
‘many dogs have not felt the pinch 
of rationing for the majority of 
owners have switched to horse- 
pew 

But for the skittish few who 
eames to a fancy that somebody’s 
‘old Dobbin went to feed the 
pooches and passed up the horse- 
meat, the lifting of rationing on 
hamburger will be a boon, 


No matter how much love and 
affection and tasty tid-bits you 
lavish on your dog, don’t lose sight 
of the fact that all dogs are car- 
nivorous animals and they need 
meat. And by meat, we don’t 
mean the little trimmings that 
Uncle Willie left on his plate— 
but a good daily feeding of either 
cooked or raw meat, A dog needs 
meat to “stick to his ribs,” to give 
him substance and resistance and, 
while some few may look in the 
pink on a meatless diet, if and 
when they bring offsprings into 
the world, they will be sadly defi- 
cient in many things necessary to 
a strong, healthy dog. 

And don’t be misled into believ- 
ing the old story that meat causes 
worms, fits or skin trouble. That 
is definitely a tall tale springing 
from—no one knows where. As 
a matter of fact, the absence of 
meat in the daily diet is more apt 
to cause the foregoing bug-a-boos 
than actual overfeeding of meat. 
It is well to mention this, too. 
Some dog owners trim the fat 
from the meat before feeding it 
to the dog, which is all wrong. A 
dog needs a certain amount of fat, 
and in feeding horsemeat, which 
is all lean, fat should be added, 


So feed your dog meat, plenty of 
it, both winter and summer. If by 
chance he does fall victim to sum- 
mer eczema, commonly called “hot 
spots,” it will not be from the 
meat. The worst case of eczema 
we have ever seen was cured once 
and for all by a diet of nothing but 
meat, this in addition, of course, 
to the regular medical aids. 

Now with the meat situation in 
hand, here’s a tip about a few 
‘summer pests. Ticks are on the 
loose this spring and there is not 
a dip that we know of that will do 
the complete job of ridding a dog. 
Some dips will kill the ticks but 
even then they must be picked off. 
So the best procedure is to look 
your dog over carefully every day 
or so and remove the ticks with 
tweezers. Their hiding places are 
in a dog’s ears, between his toes. 
They eat and grow fat and make 
a dog’s days miserable. 

It’s also fly-time. If allowed, 
they will swarm in and their 
choicest morsel is a dog’s ears, 
They bite until the blood comes 
and the result is painfully sore 
ears for the dog that stays out- 
doors and is not clever with a fly 
swatter. So make sure your runs 
are clean, that no food is around, 
and as an extra precaution toward 
making His Highness comfortable 
through the summer months, keep 
a jar of vaseline handy with a 
few drops of citronella or oil of 
sassafras added. Apply this to the 
dog’s ears daily and they will not 
be nearly so inviting to the fly.

He moved to Atlanta where his 
wife got a job in a defense plant 
of some kind. He kept trying to 
get his status cleared up by draft 
board officials, or to get a defense 
job, He could not get any clear- 
cut permission to stay on the farm 
long enough to make his crop. 
Neither could he get a war job 
because he was classified as a 


|'farmer. For months he was idle— 
‘or at least his job was doing the 


housework while his wife worked. 

Then, and I believe this was in 
February, 1944, he was told by ‘his 
draft board that he was to farm. 
It may have been in March, any- 


way he felt it was too late to be- 
gin the year’s preparations for 
farming; also he did not want to 
sink his money into a. crop he 
could not feel sure, after so much 
see-sawing, that he would be on 
hand to reap. 

After four years on our farm in 
Clayton county I feel that there 
is generally a lack of appreciation 
of the skill, preparation and capi- 
tal needed to make a living at 
farming. I was impressed by this 
man’s dilemma. If all the infor- 
mation I got was correct he was 
being ordered at a late hour to go 
back and turn his farm into a war 
products plant without the neces. 
sary labor and not at any cost-plus 
basis either,

‘The Ghost Talks’; 
You Like To Listen 


Charles Michelson has written a book... 
“The Ghost Talks.” 
Since 1929 he has been writing and directing 


the public relations of the Democratic party. 


Herbert Hoover feared him. A great many other political 
notables worried about what he might write—for someone else to 
say. He became a sort of legend. . 


The Republican party particularly feared him. He had thought, 
had Michelson, that his sword was for sale to any who wished to 
buy it. But when they came to him, mentioning $50,000 a year to 
swing his sword for the Liberty League and leave Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the party—he declined, courteously, but firmly. He 
Was somewhat surprised by it himself. 


He left his job just a few weeks ago. After 50 years of observ- 
ing and participating, he is going to sit out the rest of the years. 

It is my idea that he, more than any other man, knows more 
of the whole story of the, Roosevelt years. There are some things 
he doesn’t know. Indeed, there were things he refused to know. 
But, for-the whole story—I think he can come closer to telling it 
than anyone else. 


Indeed, I think he has done it. It is not a sensational story. 
It is so simple and so obviously the truth that it flows on through 
events that have shaken the nation, and some sections of the world, 
with a quiet casualness that is charming. (In putting the Scopes 
trial in Kentucky, rather than Dayton, Tenn., he was a bit too 


casual.) 

THE INNER CIRCLE Michelson knew a lot of things. He 
knew that Franklin D. Roosevelt didn’t 

plan to run for a third term and he knew he didn’t want to run. 

And he knew when the President had decided that the war made 

it mandatory on him to run. 


Michelson reveals a conversation with the President in which 
he, Michelson, urged Farley as the candidate in the event the 
President did not run. The President spoke highly of Farley, but 
indicated he did not think Farley could win. He mentioned Hull 
as a more likely success in a campaign ... but 1940 and the war 
were coming fast. Plans changed. ... “Farley, the wisest of po- 
litical managers, realized ahead of anybody else that the President 
would be the nominee.” 


Michelson likes and admires Roosevelt. He writes: 


“Perhaps the mystery of Roosevelt’s character would evaporate 
if his fellow citizens ceased regarding him as either a superman or 
a supermarplot and instead would take him as a highly intelligent 
person with much governmental experience and, presumably, the 
normal excellencies and defects of most of us.” Realism. Michelson 
is a realist. He had to be, having lived so long with politics. His 
analysis of Roosevelt, by a sort of check and balance analysis, is 
in his introduction. I wish a lot of persons who are hysterical 
and fearful could read it. 


Michelson says, truthfully, that he never saw a president, and 
Grant was the first one he saw, who willingly left office. There 
were others who wanted a third term. “This one was nominated 
on the first ballot and the people elected him. ... 


“If Roosevelt were the haloed Galahad he had been pictured— 
without guile; frank, trusting, self-effacing, totally altruistic—he 
would never have been president, or governor, or anything else 
except perhaps an evangelical parson. It is because he had certain 
sturdy, perhaps rude, qualities apart from the beatific virtues; 
because he was capable of taking care of himself in any kind of 
battle—polite or roughhouse—that he got where he is. 


“Doubtless I am prejudiced, but in writing about the President 
I can only state how he appeared to me.” 


IN CONCLUSION One of the things you won't forget in the 


book is the story of the lonely, worried 
Harding, walking the deck of the ship going to Alaska, talking with 
Michelson, saying: “I cannot hope to be remembered as one of the 
great presidents, but perhaps I can be remembered as one of the 
best-loved presidents.” 


The men about the President are in the book. How much do 
they influence him? Not too much, Michelson thinks. None of 
them, nor Michelson either, write the President’s speeches. Some- 
times three or four of them would write the speeches and take 


them to him. ... “He read them but always rolled his own.” 


“The chief source of our errors and faults is the circumstance 
that we take our government less seriously than we do our politics. 
The next conclusion appears to be that nothing can be done to 
change the situation.”

What Shall We Do 
With Nazi Criminals? 


It has been promised by representatives of 
the Allies in the European theater of war that 
the individual Germans guilty of crimes com- 

peas ae — mitted in the course of the war or in the occu- 
pation of other nations shall be tried on the scene of their crimes 
and punished as suitably as circumstances permit. 


Already the Russians have held such trials and a number of 
Nazis, found guilty of the slaughter of Russian civilians, have been 
executed, 
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Nevertheless, the problem of what to do with the hundreds of 
Nazis who have either perpetrated most horrible crimes in person, 
or who have ordered such crimes done, is not necessarily a settled 
issue. It will become immediate and pressing when Germany has 
been forced to her knees in unconditional surrender, 


We do not know, of course, what the circumstances will be when 
that surrender comes. The Germans may give in when our forces, 
and the Russians, are yet outside of the territory of Germany 
proper. Or they may fight, like cornered gangsters or rats, until 
Allied forces have occupied practically all Germany, have pene- 
trated to Berlin. 


There is a feeling among Americans who, quite naturally and 
properly, hate the Nazi criminals with utter detestation, that it 
would be better if the Russians get into Germany first: that the Red 
armies occupy Berlin, rather than our own. The wish behind this 
hope is that the Russians will then handle the criminals, as they 
have already done, with no danger of any undue softness which we 
might feel, making lighter the punishment of the guilty. 


THE BASIC PROBLEM No informed person can deny, for a 


moment, the horrible guilt that rests 
upon thousands of Germans. The senseless massacres of the Jews 
and the wholesale slaughter of tens of thousands for no other reason 
than that they were of enemy nationality, cannot be condoned. The 
barbaric tortures wreaked upon wretched victims of the Gestapo 
and the heartless execution of “hostages” chosen at random, are 
crimes calling for the death penalty in its most shaming form. 


But, although justice may call for execution of these individual 
criminals, there is another and more important consideration. That 
is, what effect upon future impulse to make war, by the German 
people, will such trials and executions have? It is more important 
that the seeds of future wars be destroyed, now, than that crimi- 
nals, no matter how guilty, be adequately punished. 


To take but one example, what treatment of Adolph Hitler will 
be most effective in deterring the German people from ever again 
following the leadership of such a psychopathic and bloodthirsty 
fanatic? Would it be better to try him and, finding him guilty, 
publicly hang him in Berlin, or somewhere, or would it be better 
to permit him to live but in such humiliation that his folly will 
be forever made plain, even to the Germans? 


In other words, would Hitler dead serve better as example and 
warning, or would Hitler imprisoned or scornfully ignored? 
Someone has even suggested that the

proper fate for Hitler would be to 


place him upon exhibition, as a human monstrosity, alongside the 
living skeleton and the bearded lady. This, of courSe, is fantastic 
impossibility, but it gives the idea by exaggeration, like a cartoon. 
It would be impossible to carry out because it would be too fearful 
an insult to the living skeleton and the bearded lady and it would, 
likewise, not be long before someone in an audience contrived to 
kill the shackled Adolph. 


Hitler, as well as other Nazi leaders, are said to have salted 
away for their own use when they are forced to flee, huge fortunes. 
Well, if there is anywhere on earth where they can escape the wrath 
that awaits them, certainly it should not be difficult to deprive them 
of all these ill-gotten funds. If they run, let them run without 
financial resource. That will be humiliation in one respect. 

If Hitler becomes a fugitive on the face of the earth, let him 
return to the wretched poverty he knew in his earlier days and let 
him be, for the balance of his years, a forgotten, penniless un- 
known, begging his daily crusts from hands which, if they could 
identify him, would gladly strangle him. 

I don’t know. What would be best? If we execute Hitler and 
his gang with too much of the spectacular, it may make them 
martyrs in the deluded eyes of the Germans of this and future gen- 
erations. Which would but encourage another attempt by that ab- 
surd race to attempt to conquer the world—some day. 

Perhaps, and this may be the best, the Germans in the final 
chapter will rise from their present agony and kill these mobsters 
themselves. That would at least save us the trouble,

State To Take Steps 
To Collect Due Taxes 


: Delinquent taxpayers may soon find a spe- 
cial unit of state agents and a determined sher- 
iff out for their taxes or their property. 


Stern measures to add revenue to the 
state’s dwindling treasury by working through the huge stacks of 
fi. fas. in the State Revenue Department. and county courthouses 
are expected to be advocated by the State Tax Advisory Committee 
when it meets in the near future.

State tax laws and methods so CGeorgia can obtain money, 
render more services, and be fairer to all taxpayers 


posing new taxes to meet a financial crisis. 


State Revenue Commissioner Eugene Cook. who has picked up 
two million dollars in the past two months from persons hereto- 
fore sidestepping income and intangible taxes, plans to create a 
delinquent tax unit. These agents will have the one job of col- 
lecting fi fas in the State Revenue Department. 


Means of enforcing laws on fi fas are being studied by the ad- 
visory committees. Pointing to piles of old fi fas in county court- 
houses, they said .nany sheriffs fails to levy on property to collect 
taxes after tax officials have issued fi fas. One member suggested 
permitting the tax commissioner to issue a fi fa against the sheriff 
and his bondsman if the sheriff failed to levy within 90 days. 


Committee members, studying co-ordination of- state and local 
tax laws, feel Georgia should follow Alabama's example in equal- 
izing assessments on similar property in all counties. Cook, chair- 
man of the committee, believes the same type property should 
have the same assessment value in one county as it does in an- 
other county. Where a county has a low assessment on property, 
it usually follows with a high tax rate, he said. 


When five separate panels finish studying the various phases 
of taxation, they will make recommendation to the full advisory 
committee. Commissioner Cook will put into effect those ideas 
which involve purely administrative procedure. Those requiring 
constitutional changes will be submitted to the committee redraft- 
ing the state constitution, and those requiring legislative changes 
will be sent to the 1945 general assembly.

He says the Georgia legislature 
created a town in Wilkes county in 1780, but failed to mention its 
name. Referring to this same town in an act of 1783, the legislature 
recalled that its name was Washington; so it apparently was named 
that in 1780, he reasons. North Carolina records show Washington, 
N. C., was named during a session begun April 13, 1782.

So They Say 


LONDON—(By Wireless)—You 
pick up a lot of funny stories as 
you wander around London. May- 
be these little yarns have been 
‘printed before. If so, you'll just 
have to excuse me on the grounds 
that I’ve been in another world 
for a long time. 

One story has to do with Lieu- 
tenant General Carl Spaatz, head 
of the American Army Air Forces 
here. One night he was standing 
on a balcony, watching a German 
raid on London. Their aim was 


very bad that night and they were 
dropping bombs miles from any 
target. General Spaatz was furi- 
ous. He turned to one of his fel- 
‘low watchers and blurted out, 
| “The damn fools. They’re setting 
bombing back 20 years.” 

Another one has to do with the 
way Americans have flooded this 
island and nearly crowded the 
English off. Actually the Ameri- 
cans aren’t bad and the English 
reception is good. Little stories 
like this help to keep us from get- 
ting on each other’s nerves. Amer- 
icans tell it themselves, so it’s all 
right. The story is simply that one 
American said to another: 

“These English are beginning to 
act as if this country belonged to 
them.” 

STORY OF BRITISH CAPTAIN 

A year ago I was with an in- 
fantry company of the First Divi- 
sion in those bitter mountain bat- 
tles west of Mateur, in Tunisia. 
For three days I had been living 
in a tent with a British captain 
attached to us as a liaison offi- 
cer. The night before an attack he 
and I marched up to the lines with 
separate battalions of the same 
regiment. 

Some of you may remember my 
writing about him at the time. 
Just after dawn the next day. I 
saw a British officer being car- 
ried on a stretcher. When I ran 
over, sure enough it was my 
friend, Captain Jack Morris En- 
field. He was badly wounded in 
the back and arm. Our stretcher- 
bearers carried him to the rear 
and I never saw him again.

And when he intro- 
duced us it was Captain Enfield’s 
sister. 

BROTHER RECOVERS 

She said her brother had recov- 
ered. He still had some pain in 
his back, but she guessed he was 
all right as he was now in the 
paratroops. I had missed him in 
London only 24 hours. 

I suppose to give this story the 
proper ending Miss Enfield and I 
should get married and live hap- 
pily ever after. That occurred to 
me too, but when I asked her she 
‘Said no. Oh well, lackaday. 

You’ve probably heard what a 
frightful noise the new rocket 
guns in London make. At least I’d 
heard about it before coming up 
here. 

Well, we’ve had a few minor 
raids since I arrived. On the first 
one I found I was so scared after 
our Anzio escape that all I could 
do was just lie there trying to get 
my breath. A fellow has a kind 
of cumulative fright after he has 
had a real close one. 

I think also that I was so afraid 
to hear the awful noise of those 
rocket guns that I was practically 
paralyzed. Finally they did go eff. 
I guess I had expected too much, 
for they didn’t horrify me half as 
much as I had thought they would. 
The noise itself isn’t so bad—it’s 
what it sounds like that terrifies 
you. For a rocket going up sounds 
like a bomb coming down. After 
you've learned that and adjusted 
=e to it, rocket guns aren’t 

ad. 

SLEEP THROUGH RAID 

P, S—A few nights later we 
had the noisiest raid of my stay 
here and I slept through the whole 
thing. When the waiter came to 
the room next morning he started 
talking about the raid and I said, 
“What raid?” He said, “Quit jok- 
ing. Why, every gun in London 
was going last night.” But I didn’t 
wake up. I wish I could arrange 
it that way for all raids. 

We Americans in London fare 
very well on post-exchange ra- 
tions. We are allowed seven packs 
of cigarets a week, two bars of 
chocolate, two razor blades and a 
can of fruit juice. In addition we 
can buy such needs as soap, tooth. 
paste, shaving cream, handker- 
chiefs, fountain pens and dozens 
of other little things. We aren't 
suffering, I assure you.

GALLUP POLL 


Only Few Favor 
Allowing Prices 


And Wages To Rise

PRINCETON, N. J., May 13.— 
The effort being made by farm 
bloc leaders to raise agricultural 
price ceilings and by organized 
labor to raise wages lacks wide- 
spread support at present from the 
American people. Undoubtedly 
fearful of the specter of inflation, 
the overwhelming majority of 
voters polled by the Institute are 
content to keep price and wage 
ceilings where they are now. 


While there is more sentiment 
for raising wages than for raising 
prices, it is interesting to note that 
even among wage earners polled 
in the survey the weight of opin- 
lon favors keeping wages at pres- 
ent levels. The typical American, 
although he is no expert on eco- 
nomics, is apparently conscious of 
the fact that higher wages for his 
work may simply lead to higher 


prices for the things he has to buy. 

The survey results do not mean 
that no injustices exist in present 
wage scales; nor do they mean 
that workers would be averse to 
getting more pay if it were offered 
to them. What the vote does sig- 
nify is that the majority of work- 
ers are satisfied with their wages, 
and the majority of farmers with 
their prices, There is no popular 
ferment for change, no widespread 
feeling that the price-wage situa- 
tion is unjust. 

THE RESULTS: 

The issue of prices and wages 
was put to voters from coast to 
coast in the survey in the from of 
two questions as follows: 


“Do. you think prices on most 
products should be allowed to go 
up, or should prices be held where 
they are now?”

“Do you think wages for most 
workers should be allowed to go 
up, or should wages be held where 
they are now?”

The vote of skilled, semi-skilled 
and unskilled wage earners on the 
question concerning wage levels is 
shown below. While about one in 
every four thinks wages are inade- 
quate, and may feel vociferous 
about it, the great majority are ap- 
parently satisfied with what they 
are getting so long as prices re 
main unchanged.

For this fact alone we should give unmeasured thanks. 


Dew-wet strawberries, ripened 
now, are offered for sale along 
the country roads, brighten the 
highways leading into the larger 
cities. Georgia peaches are going 
into the nation’s markets, their 
growers anticipating high prices 
for what will be, from all indica- 
tions, a small crop. Stores in the 
larger cities are thronged with 
women casually selecting a new 
spring or summer hat, materials 
for this or that sofa or occasion- 
al chair which need “doing over.” 

Except for a very scant bit of 
rationing, we continue to buy the 
best the markets afford. Instead 
of steak several times a week, we 
manage on only one or two such 
occasions. Few, if any, delicacies 
are denied us. Where all the gas- 
oline is coming from, no one will 
dare venture a guess, but certain- 


ly there are as many cars on the} 


streets and highways as before the 
“A” card came into being. Many 
families continue to use two or 
three cars. Teas, cocktail parties, 
and gatherings at dinner-time, find 
almost as many cars parked in 
front of a host or hostess’ house 
as in 1940. 

We haven't given up much, as 
things go in war-time. Not any- 
where near so much as every oth- 
er nation in the world has been 
giving up for the past several 
years. The gods indeed have 
smiled on us in many &vays, and 
will, perhaps, continue for a spell. 
And the war bonds we are buy: 
ing will bear rich fruits indeed, 
a few years hence. The dollars 
we have put into them are dollars 
we would have thrown away, 
somehow. Now they can be saved, 
in spite of ourselves. 


AMERICA VS. ENGLAND 


But not so in England. Nor in 
France. Nor Greece, nor Italy, nor 
the Balkan countries, nor Russia. 
Assuredly not so in Germany and 
in her conquered provinces. Spring 
of 1944 is a bitter taste, indeed a 
thorn in the side, a wound so deep 
that its blood runs freely. 

“The English countryside,” 
states our own War Department 
in a recent release, “has become 
one gigantic storage field of sup- 
plies for General Eisenhower’s ar- 
my which is fast being readied for 
action. Familiar sights are long 
lines of bombs, armored cars, 
trucks, gliders, tanks, planes and 
all other needs of our modern 
army. 

“Stacks of 4,000-pound high ex- 
plosive bombs frame both sides of 
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many English country lanes. Large 
stores of 300-pound high explosive 
bombs are hidden under the leaf- 
ing trees. Thousand-pound bombs 
are stored directly on many hard 
surfaced roads for easy movement 
when needed quickly.” 

Over the twisting, busy lanes of 
London, over the quiet shuttered 
villages leading toward the pas- 
sionate channel and the pale 
white cliffs of Dover, hour by 
hour, coveys of giant bombers 
roar through English skies, head- 
ed for the long-battered shores of 
France, and more vital targets 
beyond. Even in the remotest 
stretch of English countryside 
there can be little sleep today. 
Literally everywhere are vast 
stores of ammunition, of airplanes, 
of supplies, miles upon miles of 
stored-up materials of war. 

Peace and quiet are indeed gone 
from the waking countryside. 
Even the lark and linnet, pausing 
on the purling bough of a lilac or 
the snow-white fluff of the haw- 
thorn, must wonder what strange 
new world their frightened eyes 
are beholding. 

The English air is tense with 
D-Day talk. There is no part ot 
London or the larger nglish 
cities, no village, even, but bristies 
with American speech, brightens 
with the khaki of America’s arm- 
ed forces. 

The contrast this spring be 
tween England and America is 
great indeed. Even in spirit, there 
is a great difference. Perhaps we 
take victory, the early end of the 
war, as a foregone conclusion. 
England has stared death and de- 
feat in the face too long to think 
as we think. She has to be shown 
to believe. 

There is no one amongst us who 
looks on the crimson roses of 
American byways this particular 
month of May, but who should 
see, in the fire of their petals, an 
ominous reminder of the sacrifice 
in blood and sweat and tears, as 
Mr. Churchill has put it, of the 
great price we must pay for the 
victory and peace we so earnestly 
desire. 

We can yet go a long, long 
way, each of us, in personal sac- 
rifices, in greater, surer testi- 
monials of our patriotism. Let us 
take stock of ourselves and our 
sacrifices, that another spring 
shall not light a single rose any- 
where in all the world, without 
peace and joy once more upon 
the earth.

“Canal Town” (Random) by 
Samuel Hopkins Adams, An his- 
torical novel laid in upstate New 
York during the early 19th cen- 
tury.

NAPLES, May 11.—(Delayed)—(4)—The Yugoslavs announced to- 
day the beginning of an Allied onslaught against Hitler’s southern 
European strongholds with all-out attacks by the forces of Marshal 


Josip Broz (Tito) on

and Ibar valleys—the two main 


German communication routes from Serbia into Greece. 


This dispatch, field at 12:25 p. m. 
Thursday, apparently was held up 
by Allied authorities pending Fri- 
day’s announcement of the major 
offensive by the Allied Fifth and 
Eighth armies in Italty. 

Tito’s troops of the Yugoslav 
Army of National Liberation have 
been pinning down .a number of 
German divisions in their home- 
land in conjunction with Allied at- 
tacks in Italy. 


Greek Partisans meanwhile 
were reported harassing four Ger- 
man divisions in their country. 

The Vardar and Ibar valleys, 
both in southern Serbia, long have 
been bloody battlegrounds. The 
Vardar runs southeastward toward 
the historic Greek port of Salon- 
ika, the Ibar northeastward.

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General Jimmy Doolittle 
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SUBPRISE comment of the week 
comes from an Army Air Forces 
officer just back from the European 
Theater of Operations. He declares 
that Lieutenant General James H. 
Doolittle is less well known by the 
public than any other top-ranking 
officer. 

Through the years, he points out, 
stories of Doolittle’s flying feats have 
created a picture of a sort of one-man 
flying circus. “But the real Jimmy,”’ 
says our friend, “far from being the 
grandstander that most people imag- 
ine him to be, is a self-effacing team 
man all the way. Everybody under 
him worships him, and would go 
through hell if he ordered it.” 


HIGH JUMP. That, of course, is 
leadership. And it helps explain why 
Doolittle, who came into the Army 
from civilian life in 1940 with the 
rank of major, now wears three stars. 
At 47 he became the Army’s youngest 
lieutenant general, nosing out General 
Clark by seven months. He had re- 
signed from the Army in 1930, when 
he was 33, giving “‘advanced age”’ as 
his reason. 


It was during his earlier Army serv- — 


ice, of course, that he made his name 
as the country’s No. 1 test pilot. But 
his most daring stunts were always to 
prove something about the plane, 
not about Doolittle. A typical Doo- 
little report told first what happened 
to the plane, then what happened to 
Doolittle: ““Wings broke off. Thrown 
out.” 

Doolittle has always been a man 
around whom other men flocked. 
Mrs. Doolittle says that all through 
her married life she has never known

how many friends he might show up 
with for dinner. (Note to young Army 
wives: she always fed them, unper- 
turbed.) 

Another little-known fact about 
the General: he is a doctor of science, 
having taken his degree at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 
After the raid on Tokio, fun-loving 
M.I.T. executives named him presi- 
dent of the Japanese Alumni Associa-

sun was just setting as I reached 
one of our last island stops in the 
Southwest Pacific. I had been there before, 
and I was given the young officer’s cabin 
I had occupied on my previous visit. I had 
been in so many different abodes on this 
trip, that coming back to the same cabin 
was almost like coming home. 

After I had gone to the movies with all 
of the boys stationed in this part of the 
island, the Colonel told me that since my 
last visit there had been an unfortunate 
accident. A tank had overturned and one 
of the crew had been pinned under it. 
For an hour and a half the courageous boy 
had lain there fully conscious, while they 
tried to lift the tank from his body. 

His injuries were serious and after being 
operated on, he had to be told that one 
leg was off. He took the news calmly and 
they hoped that sulfa drugs and blood 


* transfusions would pull him through. But 


after several days, infection set in, and his 
temperature shot up. They felt he was 
slipping, that he was losing his interest in 
living — and they asked if I would be will- 
ing to try to buck him up. The Command- 
ing Officer thought that early morning 
would be the best time to see him. 


I was at the hospital at six-thirty the 
next morning. The doctor and the Com- 
manding Officer were waiting for me, for 
in this part of the world everybody gets 
up at dawn. 

I went in and tried to tell the boy that 
when he got home he would soon find 
himself able to use his new leg; that they 
were doing such remarkable things with 
artificial limbs that no one would be able 
to tell that he had lost a leg. 

Politely he murmured: “Yes, Ma’am,”’ 
but his face held no light of interest. 

Then I asked, “‘Where is your home?” 

“Brooklyn,”’ he answered in the same 
weak, faraway voice. 

“Is there a mother or a wife waiting 
for you there?” 

Dully he whispered, ““My mother.” 

Then hesitatingly, I asked: ‘‘Would you 
like me to see your mother when I get 
back, and tell her that I have seen you?” 

For the first time a light came into his 
eyes and his head turned toward me. 
Almost eagerly he asked: “‘Would you do 
that?” 
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“Of course I will, but you will have to 
promise me that you are getting well. 
I cannot see your mother without bring- 
ing her good news.”’ 

Suddenly alive, he looked into my eyes 
and said: “I will get well, Mrs. Roosevelt.” 
I felt so sure that he would keep his word 
that I was almost happy as I climbed into 
our plane. 

A couple of weeks later, I sat in my 
apartment in New York waiting for this 
boy’s’ mother. She is Italian-American 
and was afraid she did not speak English 
well enough — so she brought along her 
daughter, and her other son, who was 
waiting to go overseas in the European 
area. They were so nice I felt at home with 
them at once, and I told them all about 
my visit with their boy. 


When I mentioned the blood plasma 
that had been given him — and how this 
had saved his life — the young sister said 
something that seemed to bring that little 
island in the Southwest Pacific and our 
activities here at home very close together. 
“I’m so glad now that I’ve been going 
to the Red Cross blood-donor station,”’ 
she told me. “I feel almost as though I 
had been able to give him my own blood.”’ 
Then they told me that the boy already 
had recovered enough to write that the 
first lap of his trip home had begun — and 
this in itself had had a healing effect. 
What impressed me most about this 
family was that mother, sister and brother 
all seemed to have a rare understanding 
of what their wounded soldier needed. 


Tut brother had written that now he 
was going overseas, it would be up to the 
returning soldier to look after their moth- 
er. She is a dressmaker and looked like a 
very capable person. But I think she will 
be wise enough to make this boy feel that 
she depends upon him. She and her daugh- 
ter both seemed to understand intuitively 
that a man must be independent, that this 
boy must be made to feel that the women 
of his family still turn to him just as they 
used todo. ~ 

The fight of a seriously wounded soldier 
to return to a normal attitude toward life, 
particularly when he has a permanent 
physical handicap, is a difficult one at best. 
Unhappily, we know that many more of 
our young men will have that fight to 
make in the months ahead. I hope that 
we will all realize, as this family seems to 
do, that confidence comes best to the man 
who knows that he is not merely loved, 
but needed.

Gi’s and civilians alike, 
all over the world, have 
gone magic-crazy. Here’s 
the astounding story... 


E night was moonless. The blacked-out 
{ ander. pushed its way through the waves. 
In one ship the men grouped together, tight- 
ened up, tense. In two hours they would get 
into the landing barges and hit the enemy- 
held beach. Their faces were drawn and seri- 
ous. They spoke in tight whispers, if at all. 

An officer stood up. The men’s eyes auto- 
matically centered on him. He began to talk 
— the kind of talk they didn’t expect. He 
rolled up his sleeves. Then he took off his 
cap, held it out, took something out of it. 

It was a small white rabbit. The men 
laughed delightedly. The tension was 
gone. 

Stories like that are happening in every 
part of the world. In foxholes, in barracks, 
on ships, in occupied villages. And they are 
happening, in a different way, in living rooms 
all over America. In the middle of a war, 
people have gone magic-crazy. 

Evidence: magic-supply houses have never 
done such business. Good ones report that 
their volume of sales has been multiplied 15 
to 20 times in the past two years. There are 
150 organizations of amateur magicians in 
this country. Total number of the magi is 
estimated at 250,000. 

Hollywood is putting magicians in films 
and they have come to every Broadway in the 
country. Magic shows are being used to fight 
juvenile delinquency: they're one of the few 
things that are more fun than getting into 
trouble. Teachers are using magic in their 
classes to keep kids interested. Psychiatrists 
are urging excessively shy patients to take 
it up. 

The Perfect Escape 
Tue explanation: performing or watching 
magic is a perfect way to escape war worries. 
And Americans are spending more time in 


_ their own living rooms with their friends. 


Result is that parlor tricks have become more 
popular than they ever were. And the new 
trend is toward psychological trickery which 
can be done without years of training. 

Hundreds of magicians are wearing uni- 
forms. USO magicians have come to every 
world front. John Scarne, the greatest card- 
man of them all, has made over 200 camp 
appearances in the U.S. alone. Our Army is 
discovering that one of the greatest good-will 
ambassadors for American troops of occupa- 
tion is the magician, He speaks a universal 
language. One magician’s white rabbit gave a 
show for 250 head-hunters in the Pacific. 
Another of the magi performed on an Italian 
beachhead with a German sniper as the most 
active member of his audience. Officially, 
the Athletic and Recreation Branch of 
the Army’s Special Services Division has 
started buying magic equipment. 

The world’s greatest expert on magic is 
John Mulholland. His books on the subject 
are best-sellers and he’s editor of “The 
Sphinx,’’ top magazine for magicians. He says: 

“The appeal of magic hasn’t changed. It’s 
just come to mean more to more people. 
Some of the tricks that servicemen are going 
crazy over now are the same tricks that were 
shown to George Washington’s Army.” 

Partly responsible for the boom, he thinks, 
is the fact magicians now freely admit their 
tricks are only tricks. 

“But,” says Mulholland, “some people still 
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believe that a magician can do anything.” 

For example, one evening a few weeks ago 
Mulholland came to a small city to give a 
magic show. He stayed overnight and, before 
leaving the next morning, he went into the 
bank to cash a check. No sooner had he 
stepped inside than bang! went the bronze 
doors, locked tight. The alarm went off. The 
tellers’ cages clanged down. Three guards 
stepped out, guns in hands, and surrounded 
him. Then the bank president came out of 
his office, up to Mulholland: 

“Look, Mr. Mulholland, I liked your show 
a lot last night. But I'll be hanged if I'll take 
any chances in my bank.”’ 


Famous Fans 


Proressionacs have a pet name for enthusi- 
astic amateurs and fans. They call them 
“magic buffs’’ — the equivalent of a fire buff, 
the man who chases every fire engine he can 
find. Among the buffs are the Duke of Wind- 
sor, Barbara Stanwyck, Paulette Goddard, 
Congressman Sol Bloom, Edgar Bergen, 
James Stewart, Harold Lloyd. Orson Welles, 
a buff turned professional, put on his own 
magic show last fall, took it on tour, showed 
it to 50,000 servicemen. High spot of the show 
in Hollywood was Orson sawing Mrs. Orson 
— Rita Hayworth — in half. 

There are more doctors among the amateurs 
than any other group. Lawyers and legislators 
are second. Third, dentists. Fourth, school- 
teachers and college professors. Ministers are 
tied with policemen for fifth place. 

This story will probably become the classic 
example of the -magician-lawyer: 

For months, a state senator had been trying 
to get his governor to support an important 
bill he wanted to put through. Finally, the 
senator managed to have breakfast at the 
governor’s hotel. He heard the executive 
order wheat cakes, moved over to the gover- 
nor’s table, pulled out a deck of cards. 

He asked the governor to select a card — 
and there still isn’t a case on record when 
anybody refused that request. The governor 
took his card, picked up the deck, put the 
card back in himself, shuffled. The senator 
then made the card disappear. 

Said the governor: “That’s all very well. 
But when do I see the card again?’’ Said the 
senator: “It will probably reappear at the 
most unexpected time and place.” 


The Bill Passed 


Breakrast came in. The governor started to 
eat. The top wheat cake cut all right, but the 
middle one was tough. The governor poked it. 
Baked in it was the missing card. 

The legislator accomplished exactly what 
he set out to do: the governor was speechless 
for the first time in weeks. During the silence 
the senator went into his sales talk. His bill 
passed. How was the trick done? Well, it’s a 
little too complicated to try the next time 
you hit the boss for a raise. 

Experts say that the easiest people to fool 


are the amart ones like the governor and other 
intellectuals. Toughest audiences are children 
or residents of mental asylums. That's be- 
cause both groups have one-track minds, can’t 
be diverted so readily. And men can be made 
suckers of much more easily than women. 

One hitch in the magic boom was getting 
priority-restricted material. Tricks can no 
longer be made of metal or plastic. That’s 
forced manufacturers into making simpler 
tricks, and what started out as a drawback 
has ended up in the acquisition of more cus- 
tomers, because tricks are easier and cheaper. 

Silk for trick handkerchiefs is unobtain- 
able these days. Magicians who still have a 
stock guard them well. Mulholland will let 
only two or three laundries in the country 
wash his. One of them is a Chicago hotel laun- 
dry. He was there recently, sent down his 
wash, went to sleep. The phone rang: 

“Mr. Mulholland, this is the laundry. Did 
you send us one undershirt, one pair of shorts, 
one shirt, one pair of socks?”’ 

“Yes.” 

“And ome hundred and forty-four handker- 
chiefs?”’ 

Another sleepy “‘yes.’’ Then the laundry- 
man sucked in his breath, inquired, “‘Mr. 
Mulholland, hadn’t you better look around? 
You must have more underwear.” 


Servicemen’s Specials 


SERVICEMEN make up a good part of the 
mail-order lists of magic-supply houses. They 
want small tricks — their uniforms don’t 
leave room for large equipment. Uniform- 
wearers, say the dealers, start out by order- 
ing one or two tricks — coin-disappearance, 
cards, a trick box. Then, after the reception 
they get from their buddies, they write in for 
whole show routines. Sailors, because they 
know ropes, prefer rope tricks. Army éngi- 
neers, on the other hand, go for metal gadgets. 

Magic shops at embarkation points are 
feeling the boom. Servicemen load up 
with supplies before they shove off. Often, 
their magic cargoes end up mystifying na- 
tives of every color and stage of civilization 
all over the globe. From Kwajalein to Cassino 
and from New Guinea to the North Sea, bun- 
nies are popping out of helmets, aces of 
spades are vanishing up sleeves and popeyed 
natives are being “‘sawed in two.”’ 

Amateur magicians may choose from 50,- 
000 different card tricks. Unofficial estimate 
on the total of all tricks is at least a million. 

All of it adds up to a craze which will ex- 
ceed miniature golf. But it’s not silly. Re- 
member the officer and the white rabbit. 
During these days of high tension, Americans 
are discovering that magic is one of the best 
medicines for war nerves. Hobbies — such as 
Roosevelt’s stamps, and Churchill’s paintings 
— are essential to all of us. And magic is 
proving to be a perfect hobby for thousands 
of servicemen and civilians. Give credit to 
the magicians — they’re working more than 
one kind of magic. The End

N THE Marine Raiders, where a 

captain is likely to be 23 years 
old and a major 24, Charlie Harris 
is something of an old man. He'll 
be 26 on his next birthday — if he 
has a next birthday. In his line of 
work, a fellow doesn’t plan ahead. 
Charlie is a bomb-disposal man. 

You ought to know Harris (Cor- 
poral Charles E. Harris, of Omaha, 
Neb., if you want to be formal). 
He’s a little 135-pound package 
of amateur philosopher, campaign- 
er for democracy, and authority 
on explosives. He has the kind of 
calm nerves you read about in 
cigarette advertisements, and a 
Marine vocabulary, salty as the 
sea. It’s Charlie's job to dispose of 
enemy bombs and booby traps be- 
fore they dispose of us. We think 
he’s a handy man to have around. 


Close Call 


‘THere is no textbook for a dis- 
posal man. He tries to disarm the 
enemy’s dud bombs, mine fields 
and booby traps — and the enemy 
constantly thinks up new gadgets 
to make corpses of the disposa’ 
men. Charlie knows what it’s like 
to be almost a corpse; not so long 
ago he was chiseling the powder 
out of an unexploded 500-pound 
bomb when it started to sputter, 
the first step in explosion. But 
Charlie hit a foxhole 200 yards 
away in the fastest burst of speed 
known to mortal man. He’s still 
with us. 

Mine fields and booby traps 
are the instruments of a re- 
treating army. The Japanese are 
doing all the retreating in the 
South Pacific islands, which means 
plenty of work for Harris and his 
assorted hammers and _  chisels; 
gauges, jewelers’ screwdrivers, 
block and tackle, and whatnots. 

A favorite Japantése booby trap 


is explosive buried directly under 
something the Americans would 
like as a souvenir —— a Jap officer's 
pistol, perhaps.

Yet curiously, few Americans seem 
to know the reason why they liked the 
otherwise unpresentable John “as soon 
as he opened his mouth’’ or disliked 
the beautiful and clever Mary “on 
sight’’—- which means, if only they 
knew it, on sound. Young women starve 
themselves to keep their figures, spend 
small fortunes on beauty treatments,

and wound. Personable young men go 
morbid over their own failure to charm 
the opposite sex, wholly unaware that 
the touchstone of love was set by na- 
ture in their throats. 

And that last is not a figurative state- 
ment. Although women may not know 
it, science tells us that the sound of the 
masculine voice is the only known 
charm that can, unfailingly, start a 
woman's heart to fluttering. 


A Way With Women 


Victorian ladies used to faint and fall 
into declines over baritones; and teen- 
age girls of today go savage over Frank 
Sinatra. Whether the alluring voice be 
musical or masterful, caressing or com- 
manding, depends on the tastes of the 
lady. But it must have at least life and 
vigor and some measure of authority. 

Let the reader analyze the people of 
his acquaintance who pass as “‘color- 
less.’ In nine cases out of 10, he will 
find that they are not colorless but tone- 
less; the common trait being probably 
a flat or half-audible voice, which strips 
their words of interest and meaning. 

So listen to your own voice! “But I 
can’t hear my own voice,’’ you may 


say. Can't you? Try it! Sit alone and 
talk to yourself. After a few such ses- 
sions, you will find that your voice, 
with all its faults, comes to you as 
clearly as those of your associates. 
Then analyze it. Since you are an 
American, the chances are that your 
main vocal flaw is dead monotony. It 
is also probable that you are “placing’’ 
your voice, as actors express it, not on 
the lips and teeth, but in the back of 
the throat. 

In identifying this second fault, you 
do not have to depend on sound alone. 
You can feel the vibration, whether in 
the throat where it doesn’t belong, or 
in the front of the mouth where it does. 
That is the secret of a “carrying” voice. 


“Rattle Your Teeth’’ 


Tuosr orators who, before the loud- 
speaker came, used to fill Madison 
Square Garden, did not bellow; if they 
had tried that, they would have gone 
hoarse in 10 minutes.

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The trained speaker knows how: Study his methods 


you correct another fault in personality 
— the “dead pan” which seems to go 
with a dead voice. 

The next stage is to enunciate every 
syllable distinctly and every word sepa- 
rately. A “sloppy’’ voice comes from 
violation of this principle. When you 
have corrected these two flaws, your 
voice will have what so many lack — 
authority. That is half the battle, but 
only the less important half. It may 
still have a lifeless effect. 

What is life im a voice? Mostly those 
ups and downs, high notes or low notes, 


which English — in contrast with some 
other languages —- gives to one syllable 
in every polysyllabic word and to the 
whole of every word which the speaker 
wishes to emphasize. Probably né Eng- 
lish-speaking person, except a deaf- 
mute who has been taught to talk, uses 
a perfectly level monotone. 

But the trouble with most Americans 
is that we raise accented syllables only 
slightly —- and raise or lower emphatic 
words only a trifle more. The trick is to 
transform your sharps and flats into 
something like whole notes. 


Hard to do? Not very, if you have 
enough ear for music to learn and carry 
a tune, and enough perseverance to ac- 
quire the habit of listening to your own 
voice and that of other people. You have 
the best school for voice-correction 
known to man-— the radio. The an- 
nouncers, and to a certain extent the 
commentators, have been chosen for the 
live quality and effectiveness of their 
voices. Listen to them and try in your 
own speech to imitate them. 


Any Accent Will Do 


Un ess you are a born mimic, you will 
never imitate them perfectly. Nor is 
that desirable. But your imperfect imi- 
tation will resurrect your dead voice. 

Do not worry about your native 
accent. There are agreeable and thrill- 
ing voices in all dialects. 

Probably you will never develop one 
of the really great voices, like those of 
Edwin Booth and Julia Marlowe in the 
past generation, Walter Hampden and 
Lynn Fontanne in this. Such artists 
have developed the unsung music of the 
speaking voice by long practice and 
acute listening. But you can make yours 
a social and business asset instead of a 
hability. 

Finally: four or five per cent of 
the American pcople are hard of 
hearing to the point of handicap. 
Almost invariably, tones of the deaf 
xo flat. 

Also, people so afflicted lose not only 
the sense of tone but of volume. Some 
of them shout; but most of them mum- 
ble inaudibly. The American aid-to- 
hearing, which after many years of 
experiment has become really efficient, 
is the indicated cure. 

Listen to your voice. That is the be- 
ginning of vocal wisdom. The End

BY EMILY POST 


Do some civilians get 
your goat? Don’t judge 
all of them by a few... 


UR men returning from the 

war seem to get a false im- 
pression of life on the home front. 
Often they express shock at what 
they see here. They resent strikes 
— and think them more frequent 
than they are. They are critical 
of civilian complaints about “petty 
inconveniences” — but forget that 
most people do not complain. It 
seems to them that life over here 
is as self-indulgent as ever. 

But this is not really true. What 
misleads a soldier home on fur- 
lough is one of two things. Either 
he sisinierprets, as typical of our 
every-day way of life, the good 
times and good food his family and 
friends provide for him at great 
personal sacrifice. Or he mtusiakes 
the behavior of a smal! number 
for the attitude of the rest of us. 


False Impression 


Here is an example of how our 
effort to give Johnny Doughboy 
on leave the best time he ever had 
may create a false impression. 
Recently a young couple who ex- 
pected a serviceman to spend the 
week end with them saved their 
ration points for a steak; got tick- 
ets for a good show; organized a 
small party; gave up the idea of 
getting some things they had 
planned to buy so that they could 


~spend the money to take their sol- 


dier visitor to a night club. The 
soldier seemed to enjoy it. 

Yet later they learned — from a 
letter he wrote his wife and which 
she showed them not dreaming it 
referred to them — that they had 
left him under a wrong impression. 

“It’s funny,” he wrote, “but the 
people at home don’t seem to be 
particularly worried about the 
war. They spend money lavishly. 
They aren’t bothered much by 
rationing. They eat well, serve 
steaks, go to shows and appar- 
ently have only a small notion of 
what the guys in the Army and 
Navy are going through.” 

Most Don’t Complain 
Saro the husband afterwards: 
“I'd like to have written him that 
sprees and steaks and cocktails 
are the very rare exception. 

“I didn’t write the letter,”’ 
he added. “It would have 
sounded like complaining. But 
I wish there were some way to let 
our boys know that we appreciate 
their sacrifices; that we are willing 
to make our own.”’ 

The actual! complainers and bad 
actors against whom our men on 
leave feel resentful are only a very 
small minority. It is the news of 
the few strikers in one war plant 
which fills the hearts of our re- 
turned men with bitterness. The 
millions in other plants who do not 
strike are not news, and our fight- 
ing men do not hear of them. 
Black-market buying is also news;

he think when it's over? 


a thousand-mile jaunt by the 
holder of an “A” card is news; 
so are the prices paid for dia- 
monds at New York auction sales. 

But none of this is typical of 
the American home front. True, 
there is lavish spending by some 
people who are getting money out 
of the war. But most of us are 
not in that position. We make 
what we have do; suffer shortages 
and restrictions cheerfully. 

Over and above these chang- 
en, are the deep scara that war 
has brought. For almost every 
man in camp or on the fighting 
front, there is an anxious family at 
home. Many a young wife has gone 
home to live with her parents. His 
allotment money is not enough 
and the wife goes out to work. 


Changes at Home 


Anp all the time, there is the 
unremitting, night-and-day anxi- 
ety, the nerve strain of wonder- 
ing, and worrying, and trying not 
to worry, about the boy on the 
fighting front. For the parents and 
wives of men overseas, that nerve 
strain is in some ways harder to 
bear over here than over there — 
for ““here”’ is so far away. 

All this is what home-front 
America is like. Of course, to a 
man returning from active duty 
the difference is very great be- 
tween the appearance of life in the 
United States and the appearance 
of life in England, Africa, Italy, 
the Pacific islands or Burma. 

We have escaped the violence 
of bombs and fighting on the home 
soil. Our cities and towns are un- 
scarred —- somewhat runover at 
the heels, shabby for lack of paint, 
less efficient than formerly because 
little by little civilian equipment 
is breaking down. But to the re- 
turning soldier, we seem untouched. 

But here is a final word to you 
who are fighting for this country 
~~ YOUR country — and this peo- 
ple — YOUR people: Keeping your 
country and your people the way 
they are — preserving them from 
agonies of war on their native soil 
— 18 one thing you are fighting for.

NTRAWBERRY PRESERVES! 


BY ESTHER FOLEY 


Remove berries before reheating syrup 


Use these recipes to 
keep both flavor and 
rich red color.... 


OCKED in small glass jars, the 
preserved strawberry becomes 
a thing dreams are made of. Does 
your creamless ice cream need a 
sauce? Strawberry preserves are in 
the cupboard. No dessert? Cream 
cheese and a spoonful of straw- 
berry preserves answer with flavor 
and fragrance and color. 
Cookbooks have always given 
recipes for strawberry preserves, 
for strawberry jam, but even in 
the old, old cookbooks which did 
not try to be brief, there is no dis- 
cussion of the one big cooking 
problem that comes with each 
strawberry season. “How can the 
flavor and the color be kept from 
running out of the berry?” Luck 
can keep it in, cooks of experience 
can keep it in, but knowing how is 
the best assurance of success. 


Don’t Wash Away Flavor 


Tue plain truth of the matter is 
that both color and flavor can be 
washed out of berries. If the ber- 
ries are very clean and freshly 
picked they need no more washing 
than they would get if you plucked 
them yourself from a berry patch 
to eat on the spot. If a little clean- 
ing is needed, place the berries on 
a double thickness of cheesecloth, 
and, with the help of another per- 
son holding the other end, cere- 
moniously toss them on the cloth 
gently, and the sand will catch on 
the cheesecloth and the berries 
will be clean. All the sun-created 
flavor will remain in them. 

But city-sold berries are apt to 
be really sandy, and some near 
the bottom of the box are moldy, 
and some bruised. Place such ber- 
ries loosely in a sieve or a colander. 
Do not hull them first. Now either 
swish them through a bowl of very 
cold water several times or pour 
cold water gently over them until 
all sand has run off. Do not put 
them into water and let them 
stand, as strawberry flavor is 
almost as soluble as sugar .. . and 
will run down the sink before you 
know it. After the berries have 
drained dry, hull them, and re- 


move any bruised or moldy spots. 

If the flavor is kept, the color is 
also saved. But unless the color 
is deep to start with, it will not 
be deep in the finished product. 
This is the reason all preserve 
recipes call for “firm, ripe, deeply 
colored berries.” 


Strawherry Preserves 


1 quart berries 

lg cup water 

2 cups sugar 

Put berries, a cup at a time, 
in a sieve. Swish quickly through a 
bowl of very cold water until they 
are clean. Turn into a colander or 
onto a cloth to drain dry. When all 
are clean, pick over and hull. Heat 
water and sugar until sugar has 
dissolved. Then drop in the ber- 
ries, a cup at a time. Remove scum 
from time to time, and let berries 
simmer 8 minutes. Remove with a 
slotted spoon, and place in a clean 
bowl. Add another cup of berries 
to the syrup. When all have cooked 
cover with remaining syrup, let 
cool, cover and let stand over- 
night. In the morning fill small 
sterilized jars % full of berries. 
Heat syrup to boiling and pour 
over berries, filling jar almost to 
the top. Adjust lid and seal. If 
economy cap is used, the jar 
should be processed in the water- 
bath for 5 minutes to assure a seal. 
Approximate yield: 1 pint. 

Sliced Strawberry Jam 

4% cups (2 quarts) strawberries 

7 cups sugar 

4 of an 8-ounce bottle commer- 

cial fruit pectin 

Put berries, a cup at a time, in 
a sieve and swish quickly through 
a bowl of very cold water. Drain 
dry. Pick over, hull and slice in 
half lengthwise. Combine fruit and 
sugar in large kettle, mix well and 
bring to a full rolling boil over very 
high heat. Boil hard for 3 min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat and stir in fruit pectin. 
Stir and skim alternately for 5 
minutes, allowing mixture to cool 
slightly to prevent floating fruit. 
Pour into hot sterilized glasses. 
Cover with a thin layer of melted 
paraffin and allow to cool. Add 
another layer of melted paraffin, 
tipping to seal edges completely. 
Yield: 8 (6-oz.) glasses of jam.

r m German Luftwafle has been 

over England in recent months,
